Mark Hatfield, R+Ore., had earlier 
failed in an attempt to persuade the Senate 
to ban outright any deployment of the 
neutron bomb. A compromise he is spon- 
soriig would permit either the House or 
Senate to veto a decision by Carter to go 
ahead with the weapon. 
A proposal requiring both houses to veto 
the bomb was given a better chance of ap­ 
proval, however. 
The neutron bomb, which relies on con­ 
trolled radiation to kill enemy soldiers 
rather than the huge explosive power of 
other nuclear weapons, has been criticized 
as an addition to the arms race. 
Proponents say it provides a needed 
weapon for the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, whose European forces are 
outnumbered 
by

As it returns from its 10-day Indepen­ 
dence Day break, Congress has less than a 
month to work on a heavy legislative load 
before leaving town for the traditional

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — Oilcan be 
pumped over Alaska’s 2,711-foot Thompson 
Pass, bypassing a blasted out pumping 
station, but the bypass plan won’t allow the 
transAlaska pipeline to keep up with its full 
production schedule.

One worker died and five others were 
injured when a highpressure stream of 
crude oil spurted out of an open valve and 
ignited an contact with one of the jet tur­ 
bines that power the pumps. The valve 
apparently was left open when workers 
were switching from one pump to another to 


clean an oil filter. 
Oil flow was halted 30 miles south of 
Pump Station No. 8 — at about mile 518 on 
the 800-mile line — immediately after the 
explosion. 
The decision to bypass the station would 
come after the installation of an unspecified 
piece of equipment flown in Sunday from 
Houston, the source said. 
Under the Alyeska plan, the company 
would be able to pump oil across Thompson 
Pass without Pump Station No. 8, the source 
said. The pass is the highest remaining 
point oil must cross before reaching the port 
of Valdez. 
If the bypass strategy works, pipeline 
flow could be boasted to “considerably 
above 600,000 barrels a day” by using some 
of the other 11 pump stations on the line, 
said

executive officer. But he suggested that the 


goal of 1.2 million barrels a day by the end 
of 1977 may ha ve to be scrapped.

hijackers who seized a Soviet jetliner on a 
domestic flight released more than half at 
their 79nhostages in Helsinki today and five 
more escaped, authorities said They said 
the hijackers threatened to blow up their 
plane unless it was refueled, but four 
deadlines passed without incident 
In Sweden, Foreign Ministry officials 
reported, and then retracted the report, that 
the hijackers had left Helsinki in a light 
plane They blamed the misunderstanding 
on communications problems with the 
Finns 
Finnish authorities said negotiations were 
continuing They gave no indication of the 
hijackers' motives or what kind of arms 
they had 
Sweden, the pair's original destination, 
declared it would not admit the hijackers, 
and negotiators said they then demanded to 
be flown to some other country Finland has 
an agreement with the Soviet Union to 
automaUcally extradict hijackers, while 
Sweden has refused to extradict a Soviet hi 
jacker. 
An earlier hijack drama in the Mideast 
ended Sunday when six Palestinians who 
commandeered a Kuwaiti airliner Friday 
surrendered at Damascus, Syria, and 
released the last of their hostages un­ 
harmed 
The hijackers of the Soviet plane released 
seven crewmen Sunday and 42 women and 
children this morning But they kept 3U

PIPELINE SECURITY PROBLEMS 
Heretofore secret testimony before a Senate sub­ 
committee focuses attention on the possibUty that the 
trans-Alaakas Alaskan pipeline - slated to carry 10 per 
cent of U.S. domestic oil needs - could be a 795-mile-long 
target of terrorists. ' 
Informed that assuring the uninterrupted flow of oil is 
to big a task for Alaskan state police, the subcommittee 
headed by Sen. James Eastland, D-Miss., recommended 
that a federal energy security agency be set up within the 
proposed new department to oversee all large pipelines. 
One witness estimated that fewer than SO terrorists, 
timing their acts of sabotage to coUidde with another 
Arab oil embargo, could leave northeastern states vir­ 
tually without fuel and tighten the energy squeeze 
elsewhere in the “lower 48”. 
A figment of some screenwriter’s imagination? 
Apparently not. 
Testimony revealed that in mid- 
February three former employes of Alyeska, the pipeline 
construction company, threatened to blow up the pipeline 
in 18 places unless their demands for extortion money 
were met. 
A lengthy search uncovered no explosives, but the 
incident cast a long shadow. 
Nor are terrorists the only danger. 
Other witnesses warned the subcommittee that 
militant Indian citizens might occupy pump stations in 
order to press real or imagined claims against the 
government. 
Some 80 per cent of Alaska’s highway signs are said to 
have bullet holes in them, so vandalism or malicious 
damage by hunters can’t be ruled out. 
Once ruptured, the trans-Alaskan or any comparable 
pipeline would have to be shut down entirely. 
Witnesses differed as to how long repairs would take; 
estimates range from several months to a year. 
Either is unacceptable from a national security 
standpoint; we believe. 
Pump stations and pipeline bridges ought to be 
guarded around the clock. 
Air patrols should scrutinize pipeline rights of way just 
as cruiser patrols monitor highways. 
The citizenry may be reluctant to see another federal 
police agency formed, and wonder why the pipeline 
company cannot guard its own property. 
However, if after careful study it turns out there is no 
other way of protecting 10 per cent of the nation’s oil 
requirements, the price of an energy security agency will 
have to be paid.

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SITUATION NONCATASTROPHIC 
Catastrophic events like the collision between two 
jumbo jets in the Canary Islands last month remind us 
what a dangerous world we live in. 
But even when natural catastrophes, like hurricanes 
and tornadoes, over which we have no control are added 
to those caused by human technology, the odds are still 
vastly in favor of most of us living out our biblically 
alloted three-score-and-ten. 
According to a study by the Statistical Bureau of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., there were 4,383 
catastrophes in the United States between 1941 and 1975, 
excluding those occuring in military aviation. 
(A 
catastrophe is defined as an accident taking five or more 
lives.) These catastrophes were responsible for about 
45,117 deaths in the 35-year period. 
Fires and explosions took more lives than any other 
type of catastrophe, accounting for 12,100 deaths. Next 
came catastrophic motor vehicle accidents, claiming 
18J00 lives. Natural catastrophes (floods, tornadoes, 
etc') caused 8,300 deaths and civilian air transportation 
catastrophes were responsible for nearly 7,800 deaths. 
Water transportation, railroad and mine and quarry 
catastrophes accounted for the remaining 8,417 deaths. 
There were 34 supercatastrophes between 1041 and 
1875 in which more than 100 people died. These ac­ 
counted for 8,190 deaths, or 14 per cent of the total. It is 
estimated that more than half of the deaths in the study 
occurred in accidents that took five to nine lives, and 
more than two-thirds resulted from catastrophes in 
which few«* than 25 lives were lost. 
The study also found that in every category, the 
numb« of catastrophes and resulting deaths have 
decreased in recent years. This does not necessarily 
mean that the world is getting safer, but it does support 
the conclusion that most of us can expect to make our 
exit from it in other than catastrophic fashion.

¡policies and actions of the FBI. 
¡Thus it is important to review 
¡the details of the Young-’ITievis 
relationship. 
Thevis was convicted in 
federal court of conspiracy to 
commit arson and of transport­ 
ing obscene material across 
state lines. His prison file, ac­ 
cording to our sources, is 
stamped “Special Offender " 
This is a term, we are told, that 
is used to designate organized 
crime figures. 
A spokesman for Thevis 
denied that he has any ties to 
the underworld He is also in 
constant pain, the after-effects 
of a past near-fatal motorcycle 
accident. He continues to need 
special medical attention, as 
noted by the judge who sen­ 
tenced him. I^ast year Thevis 
asked his congressman to help 
him secure better medical 
treatment. 
The congressman happened 
to be Andrew Young it was his 
duty to assist his constituents 
with their problems. Quite 
routinely, his staff helped to ar­ 
range Thevis' transfer from the 
Terre Haute, Ind., penitentiary 
to the Lexington, Ky.. prison, 
for medical reasons. 
For a congressman to inter­ 
vene in a prison hardship case 
is neither unusual nor im­ 
proper. But Thevis continued 
to press for a medical furlough 
so his own doctors could per­ 
form a hip operation. This was 
opposed by the federal 
authorities who feared Thevis 
might skip the country. 
But once again, Young’s staff 
prepared a letter to the Bureau 
of Prisons in Thevis’ behalf. 
The first draft was typed on 
congressional stationery. 
Young. meanwhile, moved to 
the United Nations. So the let­ 


ter was retyped on bis new 
U.N. stationery 
Young was sworn in as U.N. 
ambassador on Jan. 21.1977. It 
should be noted, however, that 
his congressional staff con­ 
tinued to provide constituent 
services until a successor was 
elected on April 5.1977. 
The letter, dated Feb. 17. 
states “For the past several 
months, my staff has hw*n 
engaged in an attmpt to help 
Mr. Thevis to receive humane 
and just treatment in view of 
his deteriorating physical con­ 
dition ’ The letter supports 
Thevis' mjuest for medical 
furlough and concludes 
“Please investigate this matter 
and inform me when Mr 
Thevis will he released in view 
of his needs for further surg­ 
ery" Young signed it. 
A month later. FBI agents 
called on the legislative aide 
who drafted the letter. Julius 
Hollis, and demanded to know 
why Young was pushing the 
case so hard. According to 
Hoiks, the agents not only in­ 
timidated him but insinuated 
that Young might have 
misused his government posi­ 
tion. They also made an obli­ 
que reference to bribery. Hollis 
said. 
Yet the subsequent report to 
the court states that the in­ 
mate’s “efforts to obtain 
favorable treatment via inter­ 
vention by a political figure ... 
included an offer of a political 
contribution which was turned 
down ” Spokesmen for both 
Young and Thevis deny that a 
contribution was even offered. 
Footnote. James J. Dunn, the 
special agent in charge of the 
Atlanta FBI office, denied that 
any of his agents harassed or 
intimidated anyone on Young's 
staff. We were unable to reach 
Ludwick. His boas. US. At­ 
torney John Stokes, refused to 
comment on the case.

Putting is often aban­ 
doned because the fighting frogs 
attack the golfers as they line up 
the ball.” 
Another former Rhodesian. 
Major Edmund Layland. of 
Newlands. Cape Town, also 
confirmed

have been many instances of the 
fighting frogs attacking people 
and animals and recalled a 
football match on a field near a 
marsh outside Bulawayo which 
was called off when a group of 
frogs invaded the pitch and 
assaulted the players.

Heretofore secret testimony before a Senate sub­ 
committee focuses attention on the possiblity that the 
trans-Alaskas Alaskan pipeline - slated to carry 10 per 
cent of U.S. domestic oil needs - could be a 795-mile-long 
target of terrorists. 
Informed that assuring the uninterrupted flow of oil is 
to big a task for Alaskan state police, the subcommittee 
headed by Sen.

One witness estimated that fewer than 50 terrorists, 
timing their acts of sabotage to coincide with another 
Arab oil embargo, could leave northeastern states vir­ 
tually without fuel and tighten the energy squeeze 
elsewhere in the “lower 48”.

Testimony revealed that in mid- 
February three former employes of Alyeska, the pipeline 
construction company, threatened to blow up the pipeline 
in 18 places unless their demands for extortion money 
were met. 
A lengthy search uncovered no explosives, but the 
incident cast a long shadow. 
Nor are terrorists the only danger. 
Other 
witnesses warned the subcommittee that 
militant Indian citizens might occupy pump stations in 
order to press real or imagined claims against the 
government. 
Some 80 per cent of Alaska’s highway signs are said to 
have bullet holes in them, so vandalism cm* malicious 
damage by hunters can't be ruled out. 
Once ruptured, the trans-Alaskan or any comparable 
pipeline would have to be shut down entirely. 
Witnesses differed as to how long repairs would take; 
estimates range from several months to a year. 
Either is unacceptable from a national security 
standpoint; we believe. 
Pump stations and pipeline bridges ought to be 
guarded around the clock 
Air patrols should scrutinize pipeline rights of way just 
as cruiser patrols monitor highways. 
The citizenry may be reluctant to see another federal 
police agency formed, and wonder why the pipeline 
company cannot guard its own property. 
However, if after careful study it turns out there is no 
other way of protecting 10 per cent of the nation’s oil 
requirements, the price of an energy security agency will 
have to be paid.

Catastrophic events like the collision between two 
jumbo jets in the Canary Islands last month remind us 
what a dangerous world we live in. 
But even when natural catastrophes, like hurricanes 
and tornadoes, over which we have no control are added 
to those caused by human technology, the odds are still 
vastly in favor of most of us living out our biblically 
a Holed three sc ore-a nd ten 
According to a study by the Statistical Bureau of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., there were 4,393 
catastrophes in the United States between 1941 aid 1975, 
excluding those occuring in military aviation 
(A 
catastrophe is defined as an accident taking five or more 
lives ) These catastrophes were responsible for about 
45,117 deaths in the 35-year period 
Fires and explosions took more lives than any other 
type of catastrophe, accounting for 12,100 deaths Next 
came catastrophic motor vehicle accidents, claiming 
10,^00 lives 
Natural catastrophes (floods, tornadoes, 
etc.) caused 8,300 deaths and civilian air transportation 
catastrophes were responsible for nearly 7,900 deaths 
Water transportation, railroad and mine and quarry 
catastrophes accounted for the remaining 6,417 deaths 
There were 34 supercatastrophes between 1941 and 
1975 in which more than 100 people died. 
These ac­ 
counted for 6,190 deaths, or 14 per cent of the total. It is 
estimated that more than half of the deaths in the study 
occurred in accidents that took five to rune lives, and 
more than two-thirds resulted from catastrophes in 
which fewer than 25 lives were lost. 
The study also found that in every category, the 
number of catastrophes and resulting deaths have 
decreased in recent years 
This does not necessarily 
mean that the world is getting safer, but it does support 
the conclusion that most of us can expect to make our 
exit from it in other than catastrophic fashion

WASHINGTON - United Na­ 
tio n s A m b assad or A ndrew 
Young already under fire for 
his outspoken opinions, has 
now been accused of misusing 
h it influence, 
The FBI has investigated 
charges that 
he improperly 
p r e ssu r e d fe d e r a l p riso n 
authorities to grant special 
favors to a prisoner with 
alleged 
links to organized 
crim e 
The inventigat ion was con­ 
ducted in such secrecy that 
Young's name was omitted 
from the court records The 
charges against him, however 
have the smell of a smear 
fin April 29. FBI agents inter 
rogated the controversial U N 
am bassador for 40 minutes 
They suggested that he may 
have worked to o diligently in 
b e h a lf of M ich ael G eorge 
Thevus, a btg-tunr pornogra­ 
phy distributor now behind 
bar* 
in other interview s. FBI 
agents dropped dark hints of 
bribery A Justice Dept source 
told us outright that The v ia had 
contributed heavily to Young's 
past congressional cam paigns 
We, therefore, conducted our 
ow n investigation into the 
charges against 
Young 
We 
could find no evidence that 
Thevts had ever contributed a 
penny to Young We also con- 
d ialed that Young had done 
nothing improper 
When we confronted the FBI. 
a spokesman said only that 
Young “is not under investiga­ 


tion bv the FBI 
The implica­ 
tion is that the FBI also found 
no evid en ce of w rongdoing 
and. therefore, cut short its in­ 
quiry 
Yet Steven Ludwick. who is 
in ch arge of crim inal 
m- 
vtsugations for the U S at­ 
to rn ey 's o ffice in A tlanta, 
notified the courts that Thews 
had secured a transfer “as a 
result of direct or indirect con­ 
tact with staff members of an 
extremely high ranking politi­ 
cal appointee and eventually 
the appointee him self“ 
Tins clearly implies that the 
appointee, whom we can iden- 
tify a s th e b e le a g u e r e d 
Andrew Young, was guilty of 
wrongful intervention Lud­

Labor seeks Carter support 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Organized labor is counting on the 
Carter administration to lend it a hand in winning enactment of 
legislation aimed at revising and strengthening American labor 
laws. 
The AFL+CIO has given top priority to passage of laws that 
would make it easier for unions to organize and get collective 
bargaining agreements. The proposed legislation would also 
speed up union-represertation elections and impose stiff pen­ 
alties against employers who violate labor laws. 
The unions, in an apparent effort to bolster their chances, have 
abandoned their long sought goal of repealing state right-to-work 
laws that ban the union-shop. 


Glasses to be tested again 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Follow-up testing is planned in the 
wake of the government’s confirmation of the discovery of lead in 
cartoon decals on the outside of glasses distributed by 
McDonald’s Corp. 
Both the Environmental Protection Agency and the Food and 
Drug Administration will be involved in the testing program, 
which will not be limited to McDonald’s glassware. 
Although the FDA said on Sunday that tests turned up traces of 
lead in Mcdonald’s glasses, it declined to issue any formal health 
warning or recall order. 
An FDA spokesman said “there was no indication of an acute 
health hazard.’’ However, McDonald’s has suspended promotion 
and distribution of additional glassware pending completion of 
the additional tests. 


Flood death toll hits 206 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — The flood toll in the Seoul area 
rose to 206 dead today but the number of missing was reduced 
from 147 to 85, the national flood relief center reported. 
U.S. military authorities said there were no American casu­ 
alties in the floods and landslides that followed 17 inches of rain 
Friday and Saturday. More rain was forecast. 
The relief center said 476 injured persons were hospitalized. 
Damage estimates ran as high as $20 million. Officials said more 
than 22,000 houses and other buildings were inundated or ruined.

- Evidence 
amasaed by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service 
(FWS) 
in­ 
dicates lead poisoning may be 
the most common disease in 
waterfowl across the country. 
Hie poisoning occurs after 
waterfowl ingest spent lead 
shot. The shot breaks down to 
lead salts In the bird’s body and 
enters the bloodstream with 
lethal effects. 
Each year, 
waterfowl hunters discharge 
3,000 tons of lead shot. Moat of 
this falls where feeding birds 
have access to it 
The National Wildlife Health 
Laboratory 
at 
Madison 
regularly samples specimens 
picked up throughout the United 
States. 
“Regardless of where we get 
the 
specimens 
from, 
a 
representative number of those 
dead birds will be positive for 
lead poisoning,” Dr. Milton 
Friend, 
director 
of 
the 
laboratory, said. 
But his staff does not sample 
specimens strictly in terms of 
lead poisoning. 
“We run samples through a 
routine and look at all potential 
cause of death - we don’t stop at 
the first thing we see,” Friend 
said. "A sample of everything 
that comes into the lab will be 
run for lead.” 
Studies at the laboratory 
disclosed a high prevalence of 
lead in samples from California 
to Massachusetts, and from 
South Dakota to Texas. 
Friend said lead poisoning is a 
lingering 
disease 
process. 
Consumed lead shot is dissolved 
by gastric juices and the grin­ 
ding action of the duck’s giz­ 
zard. 
Victims 
experience 
oxygen depletion, wing droop, 
bile staining of the vent and 
other disorders. 
Lead 
poisoning 
occurs 
primarily after the hunting 
season, a time when sportsmen 
are not on the marshes to ob­ 
serve the deaths. 
During the 
hunting season, the pressure of 
human activity keeps the birds 
moving. This prohibits normal 
bird use of areas being hunted, 
thereby preventing ingestion of 
fatal quantities of lead pellets. 
Following the season, birds 
ordinarily 
resume natural 
feeding habits. 
This involves 
a greater use of hunted areas. 
At this time they consume lead 
shot at a. much higher rate, 
Friend said. 
Approximately 4,000 Canada 
geese died of lead poisoning last 
winter in southern Illinois. But 
the die-off was not associated 
with a water situation. 
The 
birds took on nourishment in 
winter wheat fields. 
“That's 
where 
the goose 
blinds wore; that’s where the 
shooting occurred and the lead 


was deposited; that’s where 
feed was available,” Friend 
said. 
For awhile, geeae had access 
to the winter wheat. 
Each 
ingested perhaps only one or two 
lead pellets and normally more 
pellets are required to cause 
symptoms of lead poisoning. 
Friend 
explained: 
“Even 
though this was a low intake of 
lead, 4,000 geese perished from 
lead poisoning. 
"There’s much more to it than 
lead pellets. A storm came in 
and 
covered 
the 
green 
vegetation with anow. The birds 
reverted to corn rations - about 
the worst diet you could put 
them on (from a lead poisoning 
standpoint). The extended snow 
cover prevented access to green 
vegetation. 
Had the green 
vegetation been available, it 
might have saved the geese in 
spite of the lead pellets in their 
bodies.” 
He emphasized that extreme 
variables of weather have a lot 
to do with eruption of lead 
poisoning on a given marsh. 
During spring drought cycles, 
concentrations of waterfowl on 
very limited areas are found. 
These water areas tend to be the 
deeper areas of the marsh, and 
these sites contain the major 
deposits of lead pellets from 
hunting. 
Most waterfowl lost to lead 
poisoning die in the springtime, 
particularly 
during spring 
drought conditions, Friend said. 
“I’ve seen this in Nebraska 
the last couple of years in the 
Platte River drainage. 
In 
marshes that were 90 percent 
dry, the 10 percent water areas 
that were left were right out in 
front of the duck blinds. That’s 
where ther where the birds 
found feed, and died. 
I’m 
talking about redheads, pintails, 
and ao on.” 
Spring losses are particularly 
significant because the potential 
breeding population is lost after 
haveing survived hunting. 
“That’s having a big impact 
on population dynamics,” he 
said. 
Contrary 
to 
widespread 
opinion, the disease is 
not 
confined 
to 
wetlands. 
Arguments that 
weigh 
dif­ 
ferences between hard and soft- 
bottom wetlands often are in­ 
conclusive in analyzing the total 
picture of lead poisoning. 
Weather, diet, health, and stress 
are 
improtant 
factors 
that 
figure 
in 
waterfowl’s 
vulnerability to lead poisoning. 
Die-offs of lead-poisoned birds 
have been associated with other 
disease problems, according to 
the FWS. 
A chronic disease 
such as lead poisoning puts 
great stress on a bird. Stress is 
a mistress of other diseases. 


The start of the die-off may 
seem to be lead. 
However, 
suppression of immune response 
and other interactions can cause 
a bird that may be a carrier of 
avian cholera to start shedding 
the organism. 
This sub­ 
sequently will cause a much 
more serious problem in terms 
of infectious disease if it takes 
hold in the flock. 
But the 
primer, the underlying factor in 
such a situation begins as lead 
shot in the bird, Dr. Friend 
explained. 
Another aspect that has not 
come to full light in assessing 
the disease is that it doesn’t 
stop, necessarily, with the bird 
that dies of lead poisoning. The 
FWS now has several cases on 
record that indicate secondary 
lead poisoning in bald eagles. 
Eagles feeding on waterfowl 
devour^ soft organs that tend 
initially to concentrate the lead. 
A bald eagle that consumes 
parts of 15-20 lead-poisoned 
ducks a day, not uncommon at 
the site of an undisturbed die­ 
off, gets a substantial dose of 
lead. 
Eaglqs learn "to make a living 
by working die’offs,” according 
to Friend. 
Every year approximately 20 
million waterfowl die during 


migration - between Canada 
and southern U.S. wintering 
grounds and back to breeding 
grounds 
in 
Canada-from 
various causes that do not in­ 
clude kills by hunting. Included 
in this mortality, though, are an 
estimated 1.6 • 2.4 million birds 
that die of lead poisoning. 
In recent years the annual 
hunting harvest of waterfowl in 
the U.S. has been around 15 
million. 
FWS 
has 
introduced 
regulations that will require 
replacement of lead shot hun­ 
ting with nontoxic shot over 
waters that have shown heavy 
hunter use or heavy incidence of 
causing lead poisoning in 
waterfowl and Friend sees little 
room for disagreement on the 
need for nontoxic shot. 
"This lead shot argument, it 
totally escapes me. 
The 
evidence is already staggering 
and we’re just beginning to find 
out what is involved. 
We- 
sportsmen, 
professional 
wildlifers, 
outdoor 
writers, 
naturalists-have a lot at stake 
here. Losses to lead poisoning 
are preventable. 
And it's a 
problem 
we can 
solve by 
eliminating the deposition of 
lead shot across the land,” he 
said.

(FWS) 
in­ 
dicates lead poisoning may be 
the most common disease in 
waterfowl across the country. 
The poisoning occurs after 
waterfowl 
ingest spent lead 
shot. The shot breaks down to 
lead salts in the bird’s body and 
enters the bloodstream with 
lethal effects. 
Each year, 
waterfowl 
hunters 
discharge 
3,000 tons of lead shot. Most of 
this falls where feeding birds 
have access to it 
The National Wildlife Health 
Laboratory 
at 
Madison 
regularly samples specimens 
picked up throughout the United 
States 
“Regardless of where we get 
the 
specim ens 
from, 
a 
representative number of those 
dead birds will be positive for 
lead 
poisoning," 
Dr. Milton 
Friend, 
director 
of 
the 
laboratory, said. 
But his staff does not sample 
specimens strictly in terms of 
lead poisoning 
"We run samples through a 
routine and look at all potential 
cause of death - we don’t stop at 
the first thing we see," Friend 
said. "A sample of everything 
that comes into the lab will be 
run for lead.” 
Studies 
at 
the 
laboratory 
disclosed a high prevalence of 
lead in samples from California 
to Massachusetts, 
and from 
South Dakota to Texas. 
Friend said lead poisoning is a 
lingering 
disease 
process 
Consumed lead shot is dissolved 
by gastric juices and the grin­ 
ding action of the duck's giz­ 
zard. 
Victims 
experience 
oxygen depletion, wing droop, 
bile staining of the vent and 
other disorders 
Lead 
poisoning 
occurs 
primarily 
after the hunting 
season, a time when sportsmen 
are not on the marshes to ob­ 
serve the deaths. 
During the 
hunting season, the pressure of 
human activity keeps the birds 
moving 
This prohibits normal 
bird use of areas being hunted, 
thereby preventing ingestion of 
fatal quantities of lead pellets 
Following the season, birds 
ordinarily 
resum e 
natural 
feeding habits 
This involves 
a greater use of hunted areas. 
At this time they consume lead 
shot at a . much higher rate. 
Friend said 
Approximately 4,000 Canada 
geese died of lead poisoning last 
winter in southern Illinois. But 
the die-off was not associated 
with a water situation. 
The 
birds took on nourishment in 
winter wheat fields. 
"That’s 
where 
the 
goose 
blinds were; that’s where the 
shooting occurred and the lead 


was deposited; that’s where 
feed was available," Friend 
said. 
For awhile, geese had access 
to the winter wheat. 
Each 
ingested perhaps only one or two 
lead pellets and normally more 
pellets are required to cause 
symptoms of lead poisoning. 
Friend 
explained; 
“ Even 
though this was a low intake of 
lead, 4,000 geese perished from 
lead poisoning. 
“There's much more to it than 
lead pellets. A storm came in 
and 
covered 
the 
green 
vegetation with snow. The birds 
reverted to corn rations - about 
the worst diet you could put 
them on (from a lead poisoning 
standpoint). The extended snow 
cover prevented access to green 
vegetation. 
Had the green 
vegetation been available, it 
might have saved the geese in 
spite of the lead pellets in their 
bodies." 
He emphasized that extreme 
variables of weather have a lot 
to do with eruption of lead 
poisoning on a given marsh. 
During spring drought cycles, 
concentrations of waterfowl on 
very limited areas are found. 
These water areas tend to be the 
deeper areas of the marsh, and 
these sites contain the major 
deposits of lead pellets from 
hunting. 
Most waterfowl lost to lead 
poisoning die in the springtime, 
particularly 
during 
spring 
drought conditions, Friend said. 
"I've seen this in Nebraska 
the last couple of years in the 
Platte River drainage. 
In 
marshes that were 90 percent 
dry, the 10 percent water areas 
that were left were right out in 
front of the duck blinds. That’s 
where ther where the birds 
found feed, and died 
I'm 
talking about redheads, pintails, 
and so o n " 
Spring losses are particularly 
significant because die potential 
breeding population is lost after 
haveing survived hunting. 
"That's having a big impact 
on population dynam ics" he 
said. 
C ontrary 
to 
w idespread 
opinion, 
the disease 
is 
not 
confined 
to 
wetlands. 
Arguments 
that 
weigh 
dif­ 
ferences between hard and soft- 
bottom wetlands often are in­ 
conclusive in analyzing the total 
picture of 
lead poisoning 
Weather, diet, health, and stress 
are 
improtant 
factors 
that 
figure 
in 
waterfowl's 
vulnerability to lead poisoning. 
Die-offs of lead-poisoned birds 
have been associated with other 
disease problems, according to 
the FWS 
A chronic disease 
such as lead poisoning puts 
great stress on a bird. Stress is 
a mistress of other diseases 


The start of the die-off may 
seem to be lead. 
However, 
suppression of immune response 
and other interactions can cause 
a bird that may be a carrier of 
avian cholera to start shedding 
the organism. 
This sub­ 
sequently will cause a much 
more serious problem in terms 
of infectious disease if it takes 
hold in the flock. 
But the 
primer, the underlying factor in 
such a situation begins as lead 
shot in the bird, Dr. Friend 
explained. 
Another aspect that has not 
come to full light in assessing 
the disease is that it doesn’t 
stop, necessarily, with the bird 
that dies of lead poisoning. The 
FWS now has several cases on 
record that indicate secondary 
lead poisoning in bald eagles 
Eagles feeding on waterfowl 
devour soft organs that tend 
initially to concentrate the lead. 
A bald eagle that consumes 
parts of 
15-20 lead-poisoned 
ducks a day, not uncommon at 
the site of an undisturbed die­ 
off, gets a substantial dose of 
lead 
Eagles learn “to make a living 
by working die offs," according 
to Friend. 
Every year approximately 20 
million waterfowl die during 


migration -- between Canada 
and southern U.S. wintering 
grounds and back to breeding 
grounds 
in 
C anada-from 
various causes that do not in­ 
clude kills by hunting. Included 
in this mortality, though, are an 
estimated 1.6 • 2.4 million birds 
that die of lead poisoning. 
In recent years the annual 
hunting harvest of waterfowl in 
the U.S. has been around 15 
million. 
FWS 
has 
introduced 
regulations that will require 
replacement of lead shot hun­ 
ting with nontoxic shot over 
waters that have shown heavy 
hunter use or heavy incidence of 
causing 
lead poisoning 
in 
waterfowl and Friend sees little 
room for disagreement on the 
need for nontoxic shot. 
"This lead shot argument, it 
totally escapes me. 
The 
evidence is already staggering 
and we re just beginning to find 
out what is involved. 
We-- 
sp o rtsm en , 
p ro fessio n al 
wildlifers, 
outdoor 
writers, 
naturalists-have a lot at stake 
here. Losses to lead poisoning 
are preventable 
And it’s a 
problem 
we 
can 
solve 
by 
eliminating the deposition of 
lead shot across the land," he 
said.

“ If you are poor, you have no 
freedom, no happiness, your 
spirit is broken, what then? 
Different people react in différ­ 
a it ways, but many land in 
prisoa The Am erican prisons 
are packed 19 tightly with such 
people,” the commentator said 
in introducing Johnny Cash’s 
“ San Quentin,” recorded live at 
the California prison. 
“ The big crim inals pay off, 
they hire excellent law yers,” 
the 
commentator 
went on. 
"And if they do get into jail, 
they land in a special prison 


where there are no b an on the 
windows, where they can play 
golf in the open air, or baseba­ 
ll.” 
The narrator pointed to treat­ 
ment given convicted W ater­ 
gate figures such as former 
Atty. Gen. John N. M itchell, 
who is serving a 2t&-to4 year 
term at the mini mum-security 
Maxwell A ir Force Base, Ala., 
prison, 
an unwalled facility 
located acroes from an A ir For­ 
ce golf course. 
By contrast, he said, San 
Quentin is one of the “ moet ter­ 
rible prisons” prim arily holding 
“ people who were born with no 
rights.” He added that “ people 
who are fighting for human 
rights are also spending time in 
prison.” 
The program cited several 
cases which have been repeat­ 
edly mentioned in the current 
Soviet propaganda campaign. 
One was that of Joanne Chesi- 
mard, a black m ilitant con­ 
victed in the murder of a New 
Jersey state trooper. Another 
was the Wilmington (N .C .) Ten 
case — nine black men and a 
white woman convicted in the 
firebombing of a white-owned 
store during racial unrest. 
“ How many more w ill there

ATLANTA (A P ) — Nineteen 
sporadic cases of pneumonia 
since Aug. 1, 1976, apparently 
were caused by the bacterium 
responsible for “ legionnaires' 
disease,” the national Center 
for Disease Control said F ri­ 
day. 
The disease killed 29 persons 
at an Am erican Legion con­ 
vention 
in Philadelphia last 
year. 
Six of the cases identified sin­ 
ce August were fatal, the CDC 
said. 
Researchers at die CDC and 
elsewhere still have not found 
the source of the bacterium. 
But, the CDC’s Morbidity and 
M ortality Weekly Report said, 
“ the wide distribution of spo­ 
radic cases of illness apparent­ 
ly due to the bacterium that 
caused ‘legionnaires’ disease’ 
and the occurrence of out­ 
breaks as early as 1965 suggest 
that the disease is neither new 
nor localized.” 
Sixteen of the 19 cases were 
in men, 31 to 67 years old. Ca­ 
ses have been recognized in re­ 
sidents of 11 states, the CDC 
said. They are; California 2, 
Florida 1, Indiana 1, Massa­ 
chusetts 4, Michigan 3, M is­ 
souri 2, New Jersey 1, Pennsyl­ 
vania l, Tennessee l, Vermont 
2 and Washington 1.

The B ill Hammans did, 10 
years ago. And they say their 
subterranean lifestyle is the liv­ 
ing end. 
There’s a drawback, though, 
laughed Mrs. Hamman: “ The 
problem is that it doesn’t get 
cold enough down here to use 
the woodburning fireplace.” 
Whether sultry or subzero 
outside, 
temperatures 
range 
from 67 to 78 inside. 
The Hamman home is called 
an Atom itat, for atomic habi­ 
tat, the creation of designer 
Ja y Swayze in 1962, during the 
fallout shelter craze. 
The Swayze fam ily occupied 
the four-bedroom, three-bath 
dwelling for several years, then 
sold it to the Hammans after 
moving to nearby Hereford. 
“ We thought about it a year 
before we bought it,” said Mrs. 
Hamman, a mother of five and 
wife of a fabric store owner. 
“ It had a lot of things we cou­ 
ldn’t afford to build ourselves.” 
H ie home includes a kitchen, 
den, living room, dining area 
and even a patio, enclosed 13 
feet underground in a concrete 
shell. 
Above ground, there is a 
two-car 
garage, 
sun 
room, 
kitchenette, half bath, storage 
room and porch, surrounded by 
a courtyard of roses, w isteria, 
cedar, juniper and weeping 
mulberries. 
Downstairs, the living space 
is 5,500 feet, Mrs. Hamman 
said. 
“ It’s 
different,” 
chuckled 
Kyle Hamman, 16, called the 
“ mole kid” by his classmates. 
He’s the youngest of the five 
Hamman children and the only 
one still living at home. 
“ Tliere is a secure feeling 
down here,” said Mrs. Ham­ 
man, a short, dark-haired, at­ 
tractive woman who finds the 
“ peace and quiet” a most re­ 
warding feature. 
“ When we go out, we notice 
the noise,” she said, “ and the 
kids, when they spend the night 
with friends, have to adjust to 
the weather and storms.” 
About 4 a.m. April 17, 1973, a 
tornado knifed through 
this 
High Plains city of 24,000, k ill­ 
ing two, injuring 26, destroying 
58 homes and damaging 47 oth­ 
ers. 
“ I woke up 15 minutes after 
it hit,” recalled Mrs. Hamman, 
whose home was within two 
blocks of a heavily damaged 
area. “ When the lights went 
oft, 
our auxiliary generator 
came on. I heard it running 
and knew something had hap­ 
pened. 
“I ran up to see. ... It was 
kind of a stunned, frightening 
feeling. Everyone was running 
around trying to help every- 


of 
body else.” 
The 
Hamman 
home, 
course, was not damaged. 
The emergency generator is 
designed to click as soon as 
commercial power fails. The 
home is totally electric and au­ 
tomatic and includes a water 
softener 
“ We 
are 
pretty 
well 
self-contained,” Mrs. Hamman 
said. “ In the event of an atom­ 
ic attack, we could stay down 
here quite awhile." 
Heavy steel doors down the 
quarry tile entrance stairway 
are radiation-proof. 
The home's interior and fur­ 
nishings are almost elegant and 
the clever use of murals and 
special lightning help eliminate 
the feeling of being under­ 
ground. 
" I have never had claustro­ 
phobia down here," Mrs. Ham­ 
man said. 
Plants thrive on the artificial 
lighting and clean, cod, fresh 
air filters through open win­ 
dows and doors, adding to the 
illusion of being topside. 
Special lights illuminate three 
dimensional murals, providing 
panoramic window views of 
trees, mountains, fields, lakes, 
rivers, streams and hills and 
wooded areas. 
Four different light settings 
simulate day and night, day­ 
break and twilight. A most viv­ 
id nighttime scene depicts a 
full moon above a river with a 
cabin’s lights glowing back in 
the woods. 
The Hammans exchanged st­ 
reet, airplane and weather noi­ 
ses for stereophonic music, con­ 
trolled via individual speakers 
in each room. 
In an area of frequently tur­ 
bulent weather, ranging from 
tornadoes to dust and hail sto­ 
rms, the Hammans enjoy low 
maintenance costs and reason­ 
able fuel bills. 


“ There’s just not any deterio­ 
ration 
underground,” 
Mrs. 
Hamman said. “ We’ve painted 
the interim- once ... and the 
only dirt we get is what we br­ 
ing in ourselves.” 
While the neighbors are com­ 
plaining about $300 energy bills, 
the Hammans, she said, “ as a 
whole, pay no more than $75 or 
$80 a month.” 
And insurance premiums are 
perhaps one-fourth the norm. 
Although reluctant to discuss 
the purchase price of the Atom­ 
itat, Mrs. Hamman said, "W e 
would be fighting a losing bat­ 
tle to duplicate it above ground. 
... We really got the house at a 
bargain. A great price.” 


The Swayses said previously 
the Atomitat was duplicated in 
Colorado 
in 
the 
1960s 
for 
$80,000. 
In addition to the obvious ad- 
vantes, Mrs. 
Hamman said 
they 
discovered 
a 
spin-off 
fringe benefit: 
“People can’t tell whether 
we’re home or not. And that 
tends to diaoourage burglars.” 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - Pres­ 
ident Carta- has his energy 
team at work on a standby pro­ 
gram of gasoline rationing to 
be used in case of emergency, 
a coupon system like the one 
that drew resentment and resu­ 
lts during World W ar II. 
Carter 
wants 
a 
rationing 
blueprint that would cut con­ 
sumption by about 25 per cent 
in any new energy crisis, and 
plans to submit a proposal to 
Congress soon. 
So, once again, they’ll be dus­ 
ting off the records of wartim e 
gasoline rationing, imposed 35 
years ago after unsuccessful ef­ 
forts at voluntary conservation. 
The President does have lim ­ 
ited authority to order ratio­ 
ning, but adm inistration offi­ 
cials said he wants to outline a 
detailed program, so that his 
powers w ill be clear and so 
that the nation w ill know what 
would happen in a m ajor ene­ 
rgy crisis. 
The government considered 
rationing during the Arab oil 
embargo of 1973-1974, and print­ 
ed a three-month supply of cou­ 
pons for motorists. They look 
something like truncated dollar 
bills, and they are still in stor­ 
age. The embargo was lifted 
before they were needed. 
Some of the steps taken to 
save fuel during World W ar II 
have a fam iliar ring now: redu­ 
ced speed lim its, lowered ther­ 
mostats, Sunday gasoline sta­ 
tion closings. 
There’s 
nothing 
fam iliar 
about the price of a gallon of 
gasoline, though. It averaged 20 
cents then, and now stands at 
about 63 cents. 
A Library of Congress study 
recounts 
the 
problems 
and 
woes of World War II rationing, 
but nonetheless pronounces the 
system a success. 
“ No one liked it,” the study 
recalled. “ There were short­ 
comings in, the basic manage­ 
ment... But for all its faults, it 
worked.” 
Nationwide rationing was im­ 
posed on Dec. 1, 1942, with a 
minimum passenger car allow­ 
ance of four gallons of gasoline 
a week. 
That was the A ration, the 
lowest priority rating, which 
was designed to let every mo­ 
torist drive 240 miles a month. 
Rations were calculated at 15 
miles to the gallon. 
There were B and C cate- 
gohbrhnx lOwhich 
got 
you 
m ore 
gasoline, and there were spe­ 
cial allowances for people who 
could demonstrate to their local 
rationing boards that they had 
to do more than the minimum 
amount of driving. Mo6t people 
managed to talk their way into 
at least a few more gallons. 
There also were special al­ 
lowances for commercial and 
agricultural use of gasoline. 
There were 5,525 local ratio­ 
ning boards, and a complex 
lineup of federal agencies to 
run the rationing system. 
The problems were legion: 
credibility, 
with 
the 
public 
skeptical about the need for ra­ 
tioning; a black market, said to 
have diverted about 5 per cent 
of rationed gasoline; bureau­ 
cratic errors, with the govern­ 
ment issuing rationing coupons 
for more gasoline than there 
was to be sold.

But he has gained or earned in his sevenyears 
Japanese party 
retains majority 


TOKYO (AP) — Prime Min­ 
ister Takeo Fukuda’s Liberal 
Democratic party (LDP) today 
managed to retain its majority 
in the upper house of parlia­ 
ment by enlisting three inde­ 
pendents who won seats in Sun­ 
day’s election. 


On its own, the ruling party 
secured 63 seats with four 
races still undecided. The Lib­ 
eral Democrats needed to win 
65 of the 126 seats at stake in 
the House of Councillors to hold 
on to its majority. 
The election had been viewed 
as a key test of the LDP’s 
strength after a major rebuff in 
elections for the more powerful 
lower house last December.

Democrats have ruled in Japan 
for 29 years. 


Sunday’s election was to pick 
new members for half the seats 
in the 252-seat upper house The 
LDP went into the elections 
holding 126 seats.

“I favor strong national defense, but I think we must require 
the money be well spent,” he told reporters after a political 
gathering Saturday. 
‘The cruise missle will meet our defense needs. It is a cheapo* 
and better alternative.” 
Danforth also said he opposed withdrawing American soldiers 
from South Korea, claiming they served as a deterrent against 
North Korean aggression. 
The Republican senator also said he thought Congress would 
vote down President Carter’s proposed gasoline tax hike. In­ 
stead, he favors a new wellhead tax on oil. 
Danforth said the Carter energy plan did not do enough to 
encourage increased fuel production. He said consumers could 
pay seven oasts more for a gallon of gasoline as producers pass 
on well-head taxes. 
But he said that is still well below the 50-cent a gallon tax 
Carter has included in his energy plan. The senator also said the 
well-head tax should be tied to a fuel subsidy for low-income 
customers. 
‘‘For many of them, it has become a question of heat or eat. We 
must cushion the blow for low income people,” he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Carter is abandoning a 
swap of Alaskan oil with Japan 
partly because he would have a 
tough time explaining such a 
move to American consumers 
long warned of an energy 
crisis. 
James Schlesinger, the presi­ 
dent’s chief energy adviser, dis­ 
closed Sunday that Carter de­ 
cided it would be wrong to send 
Alaskan oil to Japan in ex­ 
change for Japanese-bought oil 
shipped from the Persian Gulf 
to states on the Gulf Coast and 
the Eastern Seaboard. 


The proposal was among sev­ 
eral under consida*ation for 
handling the daily surplus of 
500,000 barrels a day expected 
at West Coast refineries once 
oil starts flowing at full capac­ 
ity through the newly opened 


trans-Alaska pipeline. 
Schlainger’s remarks came 
on NBC’s ‘‘Meet the Press.” 
He acknowledged it would be 
difficult to justify the export to 
Americans who have repeat­ 
edly been told of the need to 
conserve fuel. 
“As a consequence, there will 
be no exchanges; all of the oil 
coming out of Alaska will have 
to be shipped to the states,” he 
said. Schlesinger said Carter 
decided to abandon the propos­ 
al last Monday. 
The U.S.-Japanese oil swap 
had been touted by some ad­ 
ministration and oil industry of­ 
ficials as a means of cutting 
the cost of transporting Alas­ 
kan oil to Eastern and Southern 
refineries. Those officials said 
such an arrangement could cut 
as much as $1 to $1.50 a barrel 
from the cost of transporting 


Alaskan oil east on tanka's 
through the Panama Canal. 
But, said Schlesinger, “We 
are 
unable 
to demonstrate 
dear-cut savings to the con­ 
sumers ... On balance, the 
President has reviewed the 
matter and he believes the 
swaps would be undesirable — 
partly on political grounds, 
partly for other technical rea­ 
sons.” 
The administration is be­ 
lieved to favor building pipe­ 
lines to carry surplus Alaskan 
oil to markets in the Midwest. 
Schlesinger said Carter’s deci­ 
sion to keep Alaskan oil in the 
United States should'encourage 
that development 
In Anchorage, trans-Alaska 
pipeline officials said Sunday 
they hoped to resume pumping 
oil within days. The flow was 
halted Friday night after a fire 


knocked out a pumping station 
near Fairbanks. 
Meanwhile, House Republican 
Leader John Rhodes , said Sun­ 
day he doesn't believe-Congress 
is any mood to give the Presi­ 
dent broad standby authority to 
impose a gasoline rationing 
program. 


He appeared on ABC’s “Is­ 
sues and Answers.” 
Rhodes renewed GOP criti­ 
cism of the Carter energy pro­ 
gram. He said a Republican 
plan to allow gas, oil and coal 
to find their own price levels in 
a free market makes greater 
sense than the administration’s 
advocacy of more stringent 
controls on prices.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed­ 
eral officials say some parts of 
the government are remark­ 
ably easy targets for outside 
spies such as the Scientologists 
allegedly planted in govern­ 
ment jobs to steal confidential 
files. 
“If they’re qualified for a job 
and there’s no arrest record, 
they can sort of swoop right 
in,” said a Justice Department 
personnel officer. 
Take the case of Go'ald 
Wolfe. According to the FBI, 
the Church of Scientology plant­ 
ed Wolfe in a clerical job at the 
Internal Revenue Service so he 
could steal IRS documents on 
tax probes of the church. 
The church also was accused 
of planting Sharon Thomas in a 
secretarial job at the Justice 
Department’s tax division to 
steal files concerning investiga­ 
tions of the church and the gov­ 
ernment's strategy in fighting 
Scientologists’ lawsuits. 
Those cases were alleged in 
an FBI affidavit Friday to be 
part of a Scientology spy plot. 
The affidavit was made public 
as agents raided the church’s 
two Los Angeles offices and its 
Washington office to recover 
hundreds of documents alleged­ 
ly stolen from the government 
and to seize other evidence.

“ For secretarial jobs, people 
get rather desperate because 
they need somebody to do the 
work,” the department person­ 
nel officer said. 


So an applicant may be rush­ 
ed into the job on a temporary 
basis after only a quick name 
and fingerprint check by the 
FBI. 
That would probably turn up 
nothing more than an appli­ 
cant’s criminal record. “ If that 
comes back with no known pri­ 
or arrests, we run the thing 
through." the official said 


That would be the end of the 
screening process for many de­ 
partment clerical workers. But 
others seeking so-called "sen si­ 
tive" positions requiring them 
to process classified documents 
would be subject to a full field 
investigation by the FBI. 


Agents conducting those in­ 
vestigations question a job ap­ 
plicant's neighbors, friends, for­ 
mer employers and other ac­ 
quaintances.

calculators. 
And the youngsters, starting 
at 4 years old. are leam m g to 
like math, says Arthur Kes 
sner, a University of California 
mathematician. He developed 
the 
system 
in 
collaboration 
with Dr David Miller of UC’s 
School of Education 
Calculators aren't intended to 
replace 
traditional 
teaching 
methods, but they’re a valuable 
aid. Kessner and Miller report 
Concern of some educators 
and parents that calculators 
are a "crutch” rather than a 
teaching tool is unjustified in 
the new highly structured sys­ 
tem, Kessner said 
"Adults normally use ealeu 
la tors for speed and accuracy 
We use them to teach children 
the logic on which the calcu­ 
lator is based We don't use the 
calculator as a shortcut for 
computation."

The Republican senator also said he thought Congress would 
vote down President Carter's proposed gasoline tax hike In­ 
stead, he favors a new wellhead tax on oil. 
Danforth said the Carter energy plan did not do enough to 
encourage increased fuel production He said consumers could 
pay seven cents more for a gallon of gasoline as producers pass 
on well head taxes 
But he said that is still well below the 50cent a gallon tax 
Carter has included in his energy plan The senator also said the 
well-head tax should be tied to a fuel subsidy for low-income 
customers 
’ 'For many of them, it has become a question of heat or eat We 
must cushion the blow for low income people,” he said
